The usual weekly meeting of the guardians of this 
union was held yesterday in the Boardroom of the 
Workhouse, Janics’-street —

A report was read from the Finance Committee, com- 
plaining of the supply of meat on Monday last. 

Mr. Place said he could not avoid complaining, both 
of the quality and weight of the meat supplied. Each 
leg of beet should weigh 16!bs., and he had scen seven 
legs which only weighed 88lbs. jointly; thereby leaving 
a deficit of 341bs. in each ; and this deficit was not in the 
bone nor tendons, but in the beef itself. 

Dr. Wall said that, being a member of the committee, 
he had opportunities of seeing into there matters, and 
he cou!d substantiate the statement of Mr. Place. 

Mr. Place said he should move that Mr. Dillon, the 
meat contractor, be given 30 days’ notice to void his 
contract, 

Mr. Otway said the matter was one of very con- 
siderable importance, and he thought the question should 
nt alone be confined to the withdrawal of the contract, 
Lut also to instituting legal proceedings against the con- 
tractor. 

Mr. Byrne said he was frequently in the store-house, 
and could not help complaining of the treatment which 
meat received there. He had seen a trhy-fuil absolutely 
tumbled about on the floor by thepaupers. He thought 
it was only right the contractor should get fair play. 
After some further discussion, 

Dr. Wall seconded the resolution of Mr. Place, which 
was carried. 

Mr. Place said there was a matter to which he wished 
to call the attention of the board, relating to a com- 
plaint which had been made against one of the ward- 
masters. He would move the dismissal of that 
man under these circumstances :—On the previous day 
a numberof pauper inmates were reported to the Visiting 
Committee for refusing to put on clean shirts, which the 
master had served out tothem. These men objected to wear 
the shirts in question because they were made of very 
coarse linen, also because the men alleged that an un- 
fair distinction was made between the Protestant and 
Catholic inmates in the distribution of the shirts, the 
former getting all the white and fine shirts, the brown 
and coarse ones being reserved for the latter. The ward- 
master, it appeared, who was present, denied this charge; 
the complainants offeted to name the persons so favoured, 
and by direction of the committee! they did name one ; 
the wardmaster wasthen sent to bring him upat once; he 
did so in about five minutes, and it turned out that 
the wardmaster, in that short time, caused the pauper in 
question to strip off the white shirt he previously had 
on, and substitute a coarse brown one, in order to bring 
the man before the committee, and so deceive them as to 
the facts. It was manifest,from these circumstances, that 
the master had determined to deceive the board. 

The Master was sent for, and stated that the cause of 
the complaint arose from his not having had time on the 
previous morning to distribute the shirts equitably. He 
had left both the Protestant and Roman Catholic wards 
without them, but didnot make any distinction between 
them on account of their creed. 

A pauper named White said he was the man who had 
been sent for by Brown the ward-inaster, 
on the day in question ; he was taken by 
him to a room where a brown coarse shirt was subatitu- 
ted fora white one; the shirt was certain! put on as 
if with some object, and ina hurry. He (White) could 
not say whether it was Mr. or Mrs. Brown who put the 
shirt on him. ( Laughter.) 

Mr. Price asked whether the board did not consider 
the punishment of dismissal too great for the offence 
committed? i 

Mr. Place said he never for one moment imagined 
such a guestion would be raised. 

The result of several rather noisy arguments was a 
final agreement that Brown should be permitted to resign 
of his own accord, which he did, and Mr. Place then 
withdrew his resolution.

Hesitating, doubting, wavering, he became conscience- 
stricken, and alarmed at his own concessions. But, 
while he doubted, the shock of the French Revolution 
was felt at Rome. The opinions of the Fathers 
could no longer appease the popular clamour. He 
could not safely ignore the imperious necessity of 
concession, and Antonelli himself was the Minister 
under-whose presidency the statutes of the Roman 
“ Constitution ” were framed. 

But if Pio Nono was the last to accede to popular 
councils, he was the first to abandon them. The 
Constitution was proclaimed on the 8th of March. 
When Piedmont was engaged in that glorious cam- 
paign which ended in the capture of Peschiera, and 
the Roman army was hastening to join the confede- 
rate troops upon the Po, then,’ instead of a 
blessing on their arms, Pius issued an Ency- 
clical Letter on the 29th of April. In that 
letter he states that, “to obviate disturbance 
“or bloodshed, he had hitherto abstained from inter- 
“ ference, but now that it was sought to thrust him 
“into an unjust and hurtful war,his duty and inclina- 
“ tion forbade him to keep silence!’ Short as the in- 
terval was, there was time for the agency of Austria 
to set at work. The German Bishops conveyed to 
the Pope a protest against the Constitution, and an 
intimation that a schism would be produced in Ger- 
many by any measure taken in hostility to Austria. 
What reforms can be expected from the united efforts 
of two despotic Emperors urging aretrograde Pope to 
make popular concessious ? 

But the very insertion of such a clause in a solemn 
treaty is proof enough, if proof were wanting, that 
the Pope’s Government has not been so admirable as 
his panegyrists would have us to believe. Rome 
cannot be “the best-governed country on the face 
“of the earth,” since two Roman Catholic 
Emperors are uniting their efforts to change it. 
No doubt, the greatest exertions will be made, al] 
the wiles of diplomacy will be practised, and all the 
subterfuge of the Cardinalate will be availed of, to 
prevent any amelioration. But the threat of France 
to withdraw her troops leaves no choice. Reform 
or destruction are the alternatives. And any change 
in an infallible rule must be for the benefit of the 
people and their eventual freedom. It is the inser- 
tion of the wedge which is to penetrate farther at 
every concession from without.

| The Times on the seizure and detention of a Jew- 
ish child by the Church of Rome:— 


The protest of the English Clergy and laity against 
the seizure and detention of a Jewish child by the 
Church of Rome on the pretence of a surreptitious bap- 
tism ia infancy is one to command the respect of any 
ordinary Power. A stranger might not very readily 
understand how several hundred names could either re- 
present the public opinion of this country, or amount to 
a tribunal qualified to pronounce on a legal or a spiri- 
tual question. Of course, too, the Church of Rome will 
easily dispose of the authority of our bishops'and other 
dignitaries. We, however, know at home, and it is also 
known by every statesman in Europe at all competent to 
advise upon European affairs, that these several hun- 
dred names represent just the qualities that make 
England a great nation. They are the names of men 
who form their opinions deliberately, without fear, pas- 
sion, self-interest, or prejudice, and who are prepared to 
take their stand on their opinions so formed, England 
is pre-eminently a school of richt. It is not only a place 
where a man may enjoy his own without molestation, 
but also a place where he nay learn what is his own. 
how far he may advance his claims, and where he must 
stop short of the rightful domain of his neighbour. Here 
we learn to know and respect the rights of conscience. 
the rights of private judgment, the rights of society, the 
rights of the publiv, and the rights of every 
man, whether he advances a humble plea for 
existence, or demands our surrender to a preter- 
natural summons. In fact, we possess among ours ves. 
and in the very heart of our society, all the various 
elements which elsewhere set State against State, and. 
as each prevails, form the distinctive character of 
Governments and dynasties. So nowhereis better 
known and practised what to render to the powers 
that be, and what to him who is overall. The men 
who have subscribed this protest are no more actuated 
by hostility to the Papacy than they are by any undue 
tenderness to those of the Jewish persuasion. But they 
know what isdue between man and man. They know 
on what principles alone either Papists or Jews can 
exist without an utter disruption of society. They 
know, also, that there are spiritual questions, and 
that spiritual claims address themselves to the spirit or 
inner nature of man. They know, therefore, that all 
attempts to assert spiritual rights by fraud or by force, 
by secret conspiracy, by invasions and surprises upon 
the rights of nature,---by captures, abductions, con- 
cealments, and other acts of brigandage, are as much 
outrages as the irruption of an armed mob into a 
quiet household, into a palace, a church, or a Garden of 
Get hsemane. 

Probably, however, the last thing that the subscribers 
expect is that their protest will have any effeet, or that 
Rome will surrender to the naked voice of reason and 
humanity the prey she has once branded as 
her own. No doubt, this is all according 
to the  stiffest precedents of the Roman 
Church. The child was baptised. It is a Christian. 
It is achild of the Church. It owes obedience to the 
Holy See. It cannot be left in the hands of the un- 
heliever. By this time, too, as is asserted, the child 
itself has become an intelligent and conscientious 
Christian, and enters fully and cordially into the train of 
reasoning which has ted it from its natural friends 
and protectors. logic is i ble, and we 
have only to wish that no oile of the aran) aud other 
gentlemen who have entered their protest 
may ever have to argue the question of Cardinal 
Antonelli and the cells of Pietro-in-Vincolo. 
We have no doubt whatever that the conclusion 
of the controversy would be signal and disastrous. 
The subscribers, however, are fully aware of all this. 
They know that there is no withstanding the logic of 
Rome. But we beg the partisans and admirers of 

to observe that this is the very reason why most of them 
hold ves boutid to de utmost to strip Rome 
of every vestige of temporal power. It is because 

see that Rome has a logic, a mode of reasoaing, a policy, 
and arnuie ofherown. It is because Romie is 
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the sorrow of the Mortaras. It is not for us to say by 
the light of our own revelation that there is ruin in 
one case and salvation in the other. That is not the 
question. This is a case in which our plain duty is to 
lo as we would be done by, and to respect the feelings 
which our own hearts teach us to be human and sacred. 
Rome will doubtless persist ; she always does persist ; 
but her persistence in what we all believe to be a crime 
against the first laws of nature comes very opportunely 
to check any weak regrets for the general rush of her 
flock out of her temporal pale. 


The Daily News on the Decrease of Pauperism in 
England :— 

Amidst many gloomy statements of millions of money 
wasted in promoting drunkenness, disease, and crime, of 
hundreds of thousands of lives destroyed by ignorance 
or neglect of sanitary laws, and of vast masses of pro- 
perty and many lives lost by collisions and wrecks at 
sea, it is quite a relief to find by the Return of Poor 
Rates and Pauperism for August, published on Tuesday, 
that the plague of pauperism continues to decrease. At 
the end of June last the total number of persons relieved 
in 646 unions, exclusive of lunatics and vagrants, was 
803,074, and at the end of August the number had 
declined to 778,897, or 3 per cent. Comparing August 
this year with August last year 28,894 ns fewer 
were relieved in 1859 than in» 1858, a difference of 
3.58 per cent. Thus the decline in pauperism, which 
had been, as we mentioned on the 13th ult., continuous 
to the end ot June, has gone on totheend of August. 
The sixty-six weeks’ consecutive decline in pauperism 
which the metropolis had exp-rienced up to last Mid- 
summer has been extended over six weeks more, though 
we trace in the less ratio of the decrease in the last 
week 2.13 per cent. than in the first week of August 
3.57 per cent.—some of the sinister effects ot the Strike 
Such a cheerful beam of light is almost dazzling in the 
present gloom of social statistics. 

Whether we consider the reduction in the number of 
paupers between August 1858,and August 1859—which 
is chiefly in persons receiving out-door relief—as the re- 
sult of the emigration or death of existing paupers 
whose places have not been supplied, or as the conver- 
sion of existing paupers into self-sustained individuals, 
the fact of the decrease in the total number, while the 
population is continually increasing, is very gratifying. 
Chere are 28,894 fewer persons receiving relief in 1859 
than in 1858, while the total population, industry, and 
wealth of the country are greater. Each one of those 
persons may be considered as the centre of a little 
knot of relatives and friends who rejoice in these im- 
proved circumstances, and find in them renewed hope for 
greater and continued exertions. Each one is a testi- 
mony to the existence ofa greater demand for labour, 
increased providence, and a diminution of intemperance. 
Each substitution for a pauper of an independent man 
or woman is a good example, which will spread from 
him or her. So much countenance is withdrawn from 
a prevalent degradation, and so much more irksome wiil 
it be for independence to accept relief. It strengthens 
the sense of shame where it is most needed, and increa- 
ses the social influence derived from companions to 
honest exertions. It narrows the circle of pauperism, 
and increases the difficulty of passing from the enlarging 
circle of independence, 

Where such influence is likely to be most efficacious, 
as in the metropolis and the densely-peopled counties of 
York and Lancaster, the diminution of pauperism is 
greatest. ‘Taking the last week in August of 1858 and 
1859 as terms of comparison which, in consequence of 
the harvest, isa period favourable to the agricultural 
population, thediminution of pauperism in the eastern 
district, where agriculture employs 26.5 percent. of the 
people, as 2.3 per cent.; while in the metropolis, 
from which agriculture is almost banished, it was 
2.13 per cent.; in the north-western district, where 
agriculture employs only 8.3 per cent. of the people, 
he diminution was 10.38 per cent. ; and in Yorkshire, 
where agriculture employs only 14.3 per cent. of the 
people, the diminution was 7.79 per cent. In the 
densely-peopled districts where opinion and sentiment 
are rapidly communicated and become common to all, 
this diminution of pauperism must strengthen all the 
virtues favourable to independence, and be a source of 
wide-spread improvement. 

We derive from such facts an additional argument in 
favour of all those measures which, like the abolition of 
restrictions on trade, merely permit the development ot 
industry, as contradistinguished from those which are 
ntended to constrain the people to adopt some course of 
improvement. The former enlist the will of the popu- 
lation in their favour ; the latter too often excite hostility 
igainst them. ‘The tormer require no new or additiogal 
cates ; the latter can only be carried into effect by rates, 
which, as Mr. Cowper feelingly deplored at the meeting 
of the Sovial Association, are ofien granted niggardly 
or wholly withheld. Hardly dne of the 23,894 aduitional 
independent persons who are now but will try to keep 
above pauperism, and will be a means of keeping others 
above it. But measures to force people into a particular 
course by means of taxes are connected with no such 
spontaneous spring of improvement. They begin, and 
very often end, for good with the authorities which en- 
act them. Hence Lord Brougham could remark justly 
that the authors of such measures were frequently dis- 
contented with the slow progress of their desired im- 
provements. “Man’s will,” says a German proverb, 
“is his paradise.” Every human being desires to enjoy 
it; and therefore only those measures can ever be emi- 
nently successful to which the multitude will joyfully 
and instinctively give effect. 

We are tauglit, too, by a contemporary that there 
can be no end to measures for improving people by con- 
straint after they are commence. Some years ago the 
Legislature was induced by very strong reasons to pro- 
vide for the inspection of passenger vessels, and secure 
for emigrants and others all the comfort and good treat- 
ment on board ship they had a right toexpect. The 
law was generally approved of. Subsequently the Legis- 
lature, prompted also by strong feasons, made provisions 
for securing as far as it could the competency of all the 
officers entrusted not only with the command of passen- 
ger ships, but of all other merchant ships. This regula- 
tion, too, was much applauded. What may have been 
the exact amount of success obtained we are not 
in a condition to say — for we are not precisely 
acquainted with the number of accidents which 
happened before the Legislature took the matter in hand 
and since; nor with the various ceuses, wholly extra- 
neous to its exertions, which may have tended to increase 
or lessen disasters at sea; but they are now so frequent 
and wlarming, and so many result from negligence or 
carelessness, that the Times, urging similar reasons to 
those which operated formerly on the Legislature, sug- 
gested on Monday that “every vessel before it left an 
English port should be certified as fit to put to sea.” 
This would be a very large extension of the supervision 
now exercised by the Board of Trade over the mercan- 
tile marine, It implies ~ 3 at every port and 
surveys for every voyage. It implies great additional 
and vexatious interference with our shipping, already 
exposed to competition both with railways and foreign 
shipping, and would be a great impediment to its pros- 
perity. 

Similar reasoning, however, and similar facts to those 
which justified the first enactments referred to, also jus- 
tify the proposition of our centemporary. They justify, 
too, a great deal more interference with all the business 
of life,for there isno part of it which may net be so 
carelesaly or ligently conducted, anl which is not 
so conducted, a same to end in a waste of property 
and lite. Noone, therefore, can fvretell to what extent

the night. Mr. Traill and Captain Walker, however, 
lay no great streas on this contention, for, “ In the view 
of the cause of loss as hereafter disclosed it is not very 
material to determine this point; as, whether acting in 
the place of the master, or merely as the officer having 
charge of the ship during the muster’s absence in the 
ordinary way, the blame of the loss will fail on the chief 
officer.” The cause of the loss, then, as stated by the 
jadges who have investigated the matter, seems to have 
been briefly as follows: — 

Mr. Traill and Captain Walker have decided that 
from midnight until 3 a.m. Mr. Davies neither consul- 
ted the chart nor conferred with the master. They 
have also found that he was ignorant of the position of 
the reef, and-that he never thought of slackening 
speed even when he expressed doubts as to the correct- 
ne-s of his course. He ako admitted that at two 
different periods he became aware he was steering too 
westerly a course, and thathe knew the ship to be 
in the midst of currents of uncertain strength afd du- 
ration. The cause, then, of the loss of the Alma is 
plainly before us, and is of a very intelligible kind. 
The carelessness and recklessness of the officer in charge 
brought about her destruction; nor is there any 
lesson for our tuture guidance to be entracted trom a 
narrative of the catastrophe, except that the greatest 
care must be exercised in the selection of the chiet 
officers as well as of the masters. We observe, indeed, 
that a remark is made in the report as to the pro- 
priety of employing more European sailors and fewer 
Lascars ; but obviously the superabundance of Lascars 
in the crew of the Alma did not affect the question 
of her loss in the smallest degree. The Lasears had 
nothing to do with the selection of an erroneous 
course. It was not they who caused the 
speed to be maintained at the rate of eight or nine miles 
an hour when a doubt existed as to whether or not 


conducted themselves. They never gave a thought to 
the ship or her passengers, but swam off to the neigh- 
bouring reef, and left them, as they fair.y supposed, to 
certain death. Even after this, when the passengers had 
been conveyed to the reef, and before order was organ- 
ised, they still violated every duty. They broke open 
the trunks, and endeavoured to secure what plunder 
they might, and were ouly deterred from outrage 
still more abominable by sheer armed force. in 
point of fact, they were guilty of every offence except 
the remotest participation in the loss of the ship. 
As it is said that the cost of employing Euro- 
peans is not greater than that of employing Lascars, 


e'ement is that these men are fitter at all times for 
labour, and less subject to disease, than Europeans 
under the burning sun of the Arabian Sea, a middle 
course would appear to be the more advisable. Let the 
Lascars still be employed for the working of the ship, 
but let the crew At least contain Europeans enough to 
overawe these semi-barbarians upon any emergency 
such as that which occurred when the Alma was cast 
away. It is perfectly clear that, had they obtained 
access to the arms and ammunition upon Whit Sunday 
last, we should have been obliged to give particulars of 
a yet more deplorable event. 

The extreme suddenness of the accident seems to have 
inspired allon board with the utmost consternation. 
The Alma was steaming along peacefully just before 
3 o'clock in the .morning, most of the passengers being 
in their berths aud asleep. All at once there came a 
crash—yet another, and a third. Floods of water came 
rushing in at the portholes. The Alma tilted over on 
her port side, and gradually the lights were extinguishet 
as the water rose in her cabins. We read in an accoun: 
given by one of the sufferers that the greatest 
alarm was excited in the minds of the passengers 
below lest the orders which tiey heard delivered 
above should he attended with success, and the 
vessel be either driven over or backed off the 
reef. In that case, if there was a hole in the ship's 
bottom, which seemed certain, she must instantly have 
gone down in deep water with all on board. ‘This was 
not, however, destined tu be so. More than three hun- 
dred and fifty persons were landed in safety on the reef, 
every care having been taken to provide in the first in- 
stance for the security of t e women and children of the 
aged and infirm. For three days, however, they appear 
to have undergone great hardships, until taken off by 
the Cyclops and her crew. ‘There were several cases of 
fever, more of sunstrv ke, and great suffering from want 
of water. There was also the apprehension that they 
might be attacked by the Arabs,for the wreck had oecurred 
between Mocha and Hodeida, near the Harnish Islan is, 
and. about 25 miles from the Arabian coast. All this, 
however, turned out to be mere matter of apprehen- 
sion, and on the fourth dag the Cyclops relieved them 
from their anxiety. All the arrangements for the safety 
and comfort of the passengers when on the reef were as 
excellent as the negligence which caused the accident 
was gross and unpardonable. ‘The navigation of the 
Red Sea, despite of the dangers resulting from its many 
coral reefs and narrow channels, has been hitherto con- 
ducted with wonderful freedom from accident. The more 
shame that the Alma should have been thrown away 
in so miserable a manner.

When he went to his room he bolted 
the door and would not permit any personin until morn- 
ing, when he went out, and the wife followed him to see 
atter him ; he wus friendly to his wife all the next day 
Sage ; towards nightfall he went to sleep in a bed 
in the kitchen, and got up after a shoit time ; he en- 
deavoured to get into the room, and his wife fearing he 
would go out through the window, prevented hin.. 
“ Biddy, agra,” said he, “give me my chance.” The wife 
and he appeared amicable the entire day, and they slept 
together on Sunday night. ‘The girl heard him kiss her, 
and say “ that is Judas’s kiss.” His wife got up very 
early next (lay (Monday), and he desired her to go for 
some turf to the bog. He got up shortly after, and went 
over to where the girl a and he struck her two 
blows on the head with the hatched ; she ran away from 
him, and he followed her.

THE TREATY OF PEACE. 

Zericn, “Tusespay.—The principal points of the 
Treaty of Peace, between France and Austria, gives up 
Lombardy, except Mantua, Peschier, and as far as 
the frontier line, fixed by a special Commission 
to France, who will transfer it to Piedmont. 
Pensions acquired in Lombardy to be paid by the new 
Government. Piedmont to pay Austria 40,000,000 
florins, and to be'responsible for three-fifths of the debt of 
the Monte Lombardo, Venetian making the debt in all 
transferred to Sardinia. 250,000,000 francs. The two 
contracting powers will unite their efforts, in order that 
a reform in administration should be cerried out by the 
Pope.

Our views of the subject, un- 
happily for his. peace of mind, are at 
variance, but that I should be chargeable with bad 
taste, or anything else, on that account, or for correct- 
ing, even in hard terms, what I believed to have pro- 
duced erroneous impressions on the minds of some ° 
my hearers who were present at the lecture referred to, 
appears to me rather an odd fancy. Mr. Berry’s 
statements on the points in dispute were almost wholly 
unsupported by him, at the time of his lecture, by any 
references to authorities. His assertions he was in 
honesty bound to prove at the time. To have done so 
would have been much more gratifying than so many 
repetitions on his part of “I think.” Every statement 
I made in allusion to the subject I supported by a 
weight of such superior authority, which all Mr. 
Berry’s ingenuity and learning are _ incapable 
of setting aside. That I did I can appeal 
with confidence to every one who heard me on 
the occasion. Notwithstanding, Mr. Berry, as he 
has perfect liberty to do, has taken exception to what 
[ said. | have therefore to inform him, that for what 
[did say I alone am responsible, and am prepared to 
prove the correctness of of my views still, as Í did 
then. 

Should any feeling of enmity spring up, either be- 
tween Mr. Berry and me, or between the members of 
sur respective churches, in consequence of what has 
already occurred, no one would deplore it more than I 
would. In conclusion, I have merely to observe that 
should he, together with any gentleman whom he may 
wish, appoint any day, at any hour, tocall on me, I will 
be sure to be at home to receive them, and will have 
much pleasure in laying before them the authorities I 
adduced in support of everything I said,and thus settle 
the matter in an amicable way.—I remain, yours, &c., 
Jas.

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A PASTORAL LETTER TO ARCHBISHOP 
CULLEN. 

Papa! quam balde pulebum est vincere jura, injuste autem, 
quam ubique malum est! et lingua jactabrenda, et mvidia, 
quam non invidere, quanto pejora suut in hominibus inde- 
center elatis.— Stobeusa, Serm. ix. 
Most Rev. Doctror,—The Pagan writer, Auius Gel- 
lius, in the “ Attie Nights,” describes the prerogatives 
of the Flamen Dialis. Among others, it is narrated 
that if he met a person led to execution, or entered the 
dwelling of a man condemned to chastisement, and al- 
ready bound in chains, the happy culprit was imme- 
diately released, and his chains cast away for ever—that 
was a Pontifical indulgence ! 
Not to be behind so venerable an example, your grace, 
as Papal delegate, has offered to the Faiihtul of Dublin 
a legaline concession somewhat similar. ‘To the men of 
your archdiocese you, in effect, say, “ Comeon,brave boys 
—stand with me by the Pope, and do not let those dogs 
of Bolozna snatch one morsel from the table of St. Peter--- 
I say to you you shall not be without your reward—40 
days’ relaxation of all pains and penalties are yours---pur 
yaturial Donnybrook, booths, stalls, and merry-go- rounds 
in abundance---only stand firm with me by the successor 
vi Peter, and Pontiff of Rome !” 
Such is the conclusion of a document stuffed with all 
inunner of medizval puerilities, which might have cap- 
tivated the crude fancy of the Goth of the 6th century, 
or sent the Crusader to the East, but to the cultured in- 
tellect of the Celt of the 19th ‘tis at least an anachronism 
---a furrago of superstitious nonsense, worthy of a Ma- 
hometan Iman—ample food for derision to the infidel, 
uf protound regret to the genuine Christian ! 
To my mind, my lord, a Pastoral ought to be an epistle 
of the apostolic type. Its object is to edify, to instruct in 
things spiritual. Secular affairs are outside its limits. 
The interests of eternity—not those of time—ouzht to 
be its inspiration and end. May I ask, then, as a 
Christian priest, is this the character of the voluminous 
letter just addressed tothe clergy and faithful of Dublin, 
and signed with your name? Is it a Christian epi stle 
atall? Can you say ofit that itis enlightened witha 
single ray of the Gospel spirit? Can it pretend even to 
be an ecclesiastical document such as might be penned 
by one cf the primitive Fathers? In the interests of 
truth, I must emphatically say no! It is not, however, 
an exhibition of Iransalpine rancour alone—'tis some- 
thing worse: a political manifesto in the interest of the 
Papacy, which could he penned by none buta disciple 
of Inquemada, a zealot fresh from the rabid pages of 
Bellarmine. It has all the morbid fanaticism of the Grand 
[nquisitor—the mendacity, without the talent, of the 
Jesuit. 
When the Bishop of Rome placed you over his Church 
in Ireland, he doubtless dwelt in his last instructions to 
his delegate on the necessity, above all things, of the 
wisdom of the serpent; but, when the Holy Father 
peruses this monument of your genius, he will look in 
vain for the effect of his advice. “Ah!” will he ex- 
claim, “here is turbulence without profit, moral per- 
version without prudence, abuse without measure, lau- 
dation without judgment. Paul! Paul! verily thou 
art a Saul!” 
The Pontiff’s disappointment will be no greater than 
our own surprise that the chief hiegarch here could 
think of advancing the Papal interest by an effusion so 
intemperate.
